The  respective  rates  for  England  and  Wales  were : 

Birth  Rate — 14.9  Death  Rate — 12.4

Four  Infants  under  1 year  of  age  died. 

Rate  per  thousand  births~33. 
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The  Public  Health  was  good  during  1937 : the  Death 
Rate  was  the  lowest  for  30  years.  There  were  12  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  7 of  Pneumonia  and  2 of  Erysipelas. 

There  were  11  deaths  from  Cancer  and  2 from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Forty  Primary  Vaccinations  and  10  Re-vaccinations 
were  done  during  the  year. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

There  are  three  District  Nurses,  who  are  also  Qualified 
Midwives,  provided  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations  of 
Fleet  and  Crookham  ; no  contributions  are  made  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  first  part  of  the  extension  scheme  at  the  local 
Hospital  a public  ward  of  14  beds  and  2 private  wards — was 
completed  last  autumn.  The  Hospital  now  contains  29  beds 
(9  male,  14  female  and  6 children’s)  and  5 private  wards,  and 
provides  treatment  for  Medical  and  Surgical  cases  and  a separate 
children’s  ward.  A financial  contribution  is  made  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

Infectious  cases  are  treated  at  Aldershot  Isolation 
Hospital  at  a prescribed  fee.  Small  Pox  Hospitals  are  provided 
by  the  County  Authority. 

Tuberculosis  cases  are  referred  to  the  CountyiAuthority 
for  Sanatorium,  or  in  the  case  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  Hospital 
treatment* 

Abnormal  Maternity  cases  are  treated  by  the  Consulting 
Gynaecologist  at  the  local  hospital. 

Services  for  Puerperal  Fever,  Mental  Deficiency, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Venereal  Disease  and  Mental 
Disease  are  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

There  is  a Clinic  for  Venereal  Disease  at  Aldershot, 
which  is  easy  of  access. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  give  adequate  service  for 
the  District  and  is  thoroughly  up-to-date.  A water-softening 
apparatus  and  a new  X-Ray  plant  have  been  installed.  It  is 
well  equipped  for  Surgical,  Ophthalmic,  Aural  and  General 
work.  Massage  is  also  provided. 

The  prophylactic  inoculation  of  infants  against  Dipth- 
eria  which  is  provided  free  of  cost  by  the  Council,  has  resulted 
in  only  seven  infants  being  treated  ; three  older  children  have 
been  inoculated  at  their  parents’  expense,  the  vaccine  being 
provided  free.  These  small  numbers  are  not  a sufficient 
safeguard  against  a diptheria  epidemic  ; it  is  desirable  that 
further  steps  should  be  taken  to  increase  them. 

Pathological  work  is  done  at  Winchester,  both  for  the 
district  and  also  for  Hospital  cases. 
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When  desired  the  assistance  of  the  County  Authority 
is  available  for  the  investigation  of  Maternal  Mortality  and 
cases  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

Unmarried  Mothers  are  provided  for  by  the  County 

Council, 

A Private  Ambulance  is  available  for  transport  of  all 
cases.  It  is  disinfected  after  carrying  an  infectious  case. 

There  is  a Child  Welfare  Clinic  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  conducted  by  local  Medical 
practitioners  and  the  District  Nurses  is  much  appreciated  and 
very  well  attended. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Dinorben  Estate  sewerage  extension  has  been 
increased  by  about  400  yards  during  the  year ; an  extension  of 
the  same  length  has  been  laid  on  the  Court  Moor  Estate. 

The  general  situation  as  regards  sewerage  has  been 
under  review  by  the  Council,  and  instructions  were  given  for 
reports  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  the  drainage  conditions  of  the  unsewered  parts 
of  the  District. 

There  is  a good  and  constant  service  of  water  to  the 
greater  part  of  the  area,  supplied  by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
Company.  Connections  have  been  made  in  various  parts  of 
the  district,  enabling  several  wells  to  be  closed. 

A large  number  of  pail  closets  have  been  replaced  by 
water  closets  in  recent  years.  During  1937  new  drainage 
systems  connected  with  the  sewers  have  been  provided  to  97 
houses  to  replace  pail  closets  and  cesspool  drainage. 

The  weekly  collection  of  House  Refuse  is  being  carried 
out  very  thoroughly.  The  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  has  been 
re-organised  and  is  working  admirably ; a small  charge  is  made 
per  bin  in  excess  of  one,  and  a bi-weekly  collection  carried  out 
when  necessary. 

I should  like  to  pay  a tribute  to  the  splendid  work  of 
Mr.  G.  H.  Longhurst,  our  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  keeness, 
thoroughness  and  ability  is  doing  so  much  for  our  sanitary 
administration. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  of  comparatively  recent 
construction.  There  are  the  better-class  houses  standing  in 
their  own  grounds  and  an  equal  number  of  artisan  dwellings, 
which  are  as  a rule  well  built  with  good  gardens  and  ample  air 
space  at  front  and  back.  There  are  no  slums  or  congested  areas. 

The  majority  of  the  tenants  or  owners  keep  their 
houses  and  rooms  in  good  order. 


Three  cases  of  statutory  overcrowding  now  remain  ; I 
would  suggest  that,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  tenants  should 
accommodated  in  Council  Houses. 

There  are  still  98  houses,  occupied  by  2 or  more 
families,  without  separate  sanitary  conveniences,  separate 
washing  facilities  or  food-storage  requirements. 

To  facilitate  the  administration  of  the  Housing  Acts,  I 
would  strongly  urge  the  Council  to  adopt  the  bye-laws  under 
Section  6 of  the  Housing  Act  (1936). 

The  details  of  the  supervision  of  milk  and  food  are 
included  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.  Bakeries,  fish 
shops,  dairies  and  slaughter  houses  are  inspected  and  in  good 
order. 

There  are  5 cowsheds  in  the  district;  the  milk  is 
brought  out  from  surrounding  farms.  There  are  21  retailers 
supplying  milk  to  the  district.

In  the  course  of  165  visits  many  additions  were  made 
to  the  official  record  of  shop  premises  and,  as  a result  of 
informal  action  the  following  improvements  were  carried  out.

It  is  unfortunate  that  sub-sections  (2)  relating  to 
sanitary  conveniences  and  (4)  relating  to  washing  facilities  of 
section  10  of  the  Act  should  be  administered  respectively  by 
the  District  Council  and  the  County  Council.  From  a practical 
point  of  view  these  requirements  are  very  closely  associated 
and  formal  procedure  would  be  greatly  simplified  if  the  County 
Councils’  powers  under  Section  10  (4)  were  delegated  to  the 
District  Authority. 

Fifty-nine  certificates  of  exemption  from  the  provision 
of  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  granted  in  approved  cases. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  statutory  action  has  been  necessary  under  this 
head  during  the  year. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

The  privately  owned  swimming  pool  in  Cove  Road 
continues  to  be  satisfactory  from  the  hygienic  point  of  view. 
Filtration  and  chlorination  is  carried  out  with  up-to-date  plant 
and  the  water  is  aerated  before  return  to  the  bath. 

One  sample,  taken  while  numerous  bathers  were 
using  the  pool  proved  on  analysis  to  be  of  a very  high 
standard.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  Progress  in  the  matter  of  improve- 
ment of  producers’  premises,  which,  generally  speaking  are  still 
below  the  standards  contemplated  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926,  is  slow.  While  the  difficulties  of  the  small 
producer  in  effecting  structual  improvements  cannot  be 
ignored,  efforts  to  secure  higher  standards  in  premises  and 
methods  of  production  cannot  be  relaxed  until  the  whole  of 
the  milk  offered  to  the  public  is  above  suspicion  in  matters  of 
cleanliness  and  freedom  from  disease. 

The  time  which  I have  been  able  to  devote  to  this 
important  branch  of  the  administration  has  been  far  too  short 
and  I feel  that  results  have  reflected  this  fact. 

During  1937  the  Royal  Dairy  at  259,  Fleet  Road  was 
rebuilt  on  modern  lines. 

After  considerable  pressure  had  been  brought  to  bear 
the  unsatisfactory  cowshed  at  Bowenhurst  Farm  was  finally 
closed. 

Two  licences  were  granted  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  obtained  in  bottles  from  licenced  producers. 

Two  supplementary  licences  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  and  Pasteurised  Milk  were  also  granted. 

Two  cowkeepers  ceased  business  in  the  District  and 
one  was  added  to  the  register. 

Three  additions  were  made  to  the  register  of  Retail 
Purveyors  of  Milk. 

Sampling.  Fifty-five  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year,  and  all  were  examined  bacteriologically  with  the  following 
results.

Of  the  above  samples  17  were  tested  for  tubercle.  Six 
being  examined  microscopically  and  eleven  being  submitted  to 
the  biological  test. 

All  the  former  and  ten  of  the  latter  proved  negative. 
The  remaining  case  was  positive,  and,  following  the  usual 
procedure  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  the  cow 
concerned  was  duly  traced  and  destroyed. 
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The  high  percentage  of  counts  exceeding  1,000,000  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  caused  me  considerable  apprehension. 
Producers  and  retailers  concerned  were  informed  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  area  from  which 
the  milk  originated  was  enlisted.  Subsequent  samples  yielded 
counts  averaging  at  the  accredited  standard  and  in  the  majority 
of  cases  Bacillus  Coii  was  absent  in  1/100  c.c. 

(h)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  There  are  one  registered 
and  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  which  in 
this  district  operates  in  respect  to  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs,  nine 
renewals  of  licenses  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  were  granted. 
The  weapon  used  in  all  cases  is  the  Cash  captive  bolt  pistol. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  all  carcases  are 
inspected  as  soon  as  practicable  after  slaughter  on  the  lines 
indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  62  (Foods).

The  total  weight  of  meat,  etc.  condemned  was  633-lbs. 

The  case  of  the  Calf,  affected  with  generalised  tuber- 
culosis was  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  District  in  which  the  calf  was  bred. 
As  a result  of  investigations  that  followed  the  dam  of  the  calf 
was  found  to  be  tubercle-infected  and  was  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

Regular  visits  have  also  been  made  to  meat  shops  and 
and  other  food  premises.  In  three  cases  seizures  were  made 
of  foodstuffs  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  food  : of  these  two 
cases  had  been  reported  to  the  Council  before  the  close  of  the 
year  and  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  case  which  was 
subsequently  proved  and  a fine  imposed.
